Dear Good People 


I have just seen your society name in Everton’s Genealogical 
Helper magazine, and am writing to see if anyone in your group may 
have some idea to solve my problem or push me in the right direction. 

Many of my families ancestors grew up in DeKalb County, and I have 
spent much time going over many of its Federal Census reports from 
1850 to the 1900’s looking for my Great, Great Grandparents who were 
both born and I believe married in DeKalb. 

My Great Grandmother was Etta Barnhart. She was apparently 
orphaned at about age 4. According to the census report of 1880, she 
was living with her grandmother Eliza Barnhart, age 56, in Union 
Township of DeKalb County. Ettas birthdate was about November in 
1875. I have enclosed some of the census sheets I have obtained and 
feel that the following may have happened. 

Sometime after 1860, one of John and Eliza Barnharts sons, married 
in DeKalb, then before 1880, something happened to one or both 
parents. From my observations of other census reports in and around 
DeKalb, there were several Barnhart children born in the 1870’s, 

) who were living with people of other names. These children may have 
been from the same disrupted family, but I’m not sure. I have 
included a two page story written for my files, about what I have 
looked into, trying to find Etta Barnharts parents. 

I’m hopeful that someone may have some record of this family, obits

Finding her and why she is so important 


On January 6, 1913 Levi A. Boyers married Joy Krontz. Joy is the 
connection to all the Krontz family. That much is clear. Nobody 
seemed to have her mothers name, but Joy was thought to have been 
born in Auburn of DeKalb County, Indiana. 

I took Joys known birthdate of August 4, 1894 and sent to Dekalb 
County requesting a copy of her birth records in hopes of finding her 
parents names on it. Dekalb County responded that no such birth was 
recorded. 

Next I picked the Federal Census year the closest to but after 
Joys birth in hopes of finding information that way. That year was 
1900. 

A complete check of Auburn Indiana in 1900 showed no Joy or any 
other Krontz. I expanded the search to thousands of names for the 
complete DeKalb county and after much searching met success. 

I found William F. Krontz with wife named Etta, no last or maiden 
name, and Joy was listed at age 5, along with Golda age 3 and Ray age 
As 

Next I requested a copy of Joys death certificate from Jackson 
Michigan, and there Levi had listed Joys mother as Etta Barnhart. 

I searched my computer records (World Family Tree discs) and found 
several Barnharts in Dekalb County. I began a search of each census 
report from Dekalb county, from 1880 backwards every ten years to 
1850, extracting all Barnharts. 

I finally found Etta as a 4 year old girl on a 1880 Census of 
Union Township in Dekalb County. There she was reported as a grand 
daughter living with a Eliza Barnhart. I couldn’t understand what 
all the Barnharts meant to each other so I started grouping everyone 
in age groups. By age grouping it appeared that there were at least 
three who were probably brothers, all born in Ohio at about the same 
time. John in 1815, David in 1820, Solomon in 1822 and a Peter in 
1817 but listed as born in Germany. A complete census search found 
their whole familys living together as they grew up. Using their 
ages in each census I calculated their approximate birth dates and 
recorded their birth places. Using these birth dates and places I 
was able to place the family in different locations at similar times. 

Using the computer,I found John Barnhart in Columbiana County, Ohio 
in 1840, along with a Jacob Barnhart and a Peter Barnhart. Steping 
back to 1830 in Ohio John Barnhart was no loner there but Jacob and 
Peter were still there. I next searched marriage records for any 
Barnhart in Ohio that married an Eliza. Only one came up. I had 
obtained the name Eliza from a 1850 Census where John was the family 
head. I had calculated that John married Eliza just before 1840 
when their first son Henry was born and Eliza was only 16. The 
marriage check showed that John Barnhart married Eliza Slentz on 
November 15, 1838 in Columbiana County Ohio. 

At this point it appeared that either Peter or Jacob must have been 
Johns father. Further checking found Peter living with David in 
1850, Dekalb County at age 90. A quick calculation gives 1760 as an 
approximate birthdate for Peter. Then who is Jacob? 
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Normally, new families appear on about a 20 to 30 year cycle, but in 
the early years it was not uncommom for fathers to be in their 50,s 
and mothers to be in their late 40’s but the span between Peters 
birth and Johns birth seemed a bit large. My assumption at this time 
is that Jacob may be Peters son and the in between person, but Peter 
is without a doubt the ancestor or grandfather of the three males, 
John, David and Solomon plus maybe others, thus completing a line 
back to 1760. 

All this story was important to our original objective of Etta who 
appeared without mother or father. 

During my extensive searching of north eastern Indiana and Dekalb 
county, I had found several children near Ettas age, all with the 
last name of Barnhart, but living with people of other names. It 
seemed curious so I recorded them all. One was listed as a nephew 
living with David. 

From the records I knew that Etta was Elizas granddaughter which 
meant that one of Elizas sons was Ettas father, but which one? The 
boy who was listed as Davids nephew, also pointed towards this 
family. It looked like a family had married after 1860 but something 
had happened about late 1879 that broke up this family that was 
critical to Etta. Etta stated in her later years that she didn’t 
know where her parents were born which makes it likely that she also 
didn’t know or remember their names. 

The last of all the misplaced Barthart children was born in 1879 so 
that means the father must have been around at least until 1878 or 
1879. From an 1880 census of Franklin Township in Dekalb County, I 
found a Rosetta Barnhart, age 24, living as a servant with a family 
headed by Isacc King. Rosetta had a girl with her named Denora 
Barnhart, age 1. No relationship between the two was given but it 
seems apparent that they were mother and daughter. 

Next I went to the Salt Lake City Mormon Family History Center and 
looked in the Indiana records. I found that the DAR (Daughters of 
the American Revolution) had searched early records and established a 
file of sorts of early marriages. I went looking in those records 
for someone named Rosetta Barnhart and a unknown Barnhart father. 
Bingo! Jacob Barnhart married Rosetta Marcum on February 12, 1875 
and of course Etta was born in November 1875! Jacob was one of 
Elizas sons, fulfilling the requirement that she was the mother. 
Further the 1880 census had a column labled "Widowed/Divorced" which 
was checked behind Rosettas name. Althought 100% proof still does q Fhe 
not exist at this time, it appears that John & Rosetta are Ettas oe 
parents and maybe the parents of all the other misplaced Barnharts. 

I quickly searched early Probate Court records of the circuit judge 
of the time and could find no records of either divorce or records 
that gave the children other homes. Further searches will follow. 

John and Eliza Barnhart ARE Ettas grandparents that is positive. 
Still the very tiny doubt lingers over Ettas father until positive 
paper proof shows them together as a family. That may not exist. 


This statement is meant as an aid to anyone attemping to repeat or 
follow the steps I have taken to prove Ettas family ties. Brian D.
